Ing dinner, two fried eggs, some black 
bread, not half bad, goat butter that 
one could eat. but nothing to get ex- 
cited over, a little milk and coffee and 
a teaspoonful of sugar. Sugar is still 
very hard to get. Also I had a small 
plate of red cabbage. 


For breakfast I had some of 
the 


same coffee, a little milk, too. a ration 
'of sugar, two slices of black bread 
nnd butter. 


This was a prosperous 
community 


before the war. It is a hard-working, 
community even now. 
I asked the 


landlady for my bill, for dinner in the 
evening, night's lodging and breakfast 
In the morning. 
Sho charged mo 12 


cents. I had not the heart to pay her i 
such a small sum and so gave her 50 
marks, which at tho then rate of ex- 
change, was 34 cents, nearly

times what she asked.
